is Understood. 


Washington, Dec. 28.—The allies 


it is explained here, intend to seize 
and examine all mail passing between 
the United States and the European 
neutrals, which there is reason to be- 
lieve is intended for Germany. Hith- 
erto the seizure of that sort 
have 


been confined to parcel post but now 
it is said the allies are going to ex- 
tend the search to firstclass postal 
matter. 
In justification of the action it is 


said the allies will first plead mili- 
tary necessity, and second, that there 
is no inviolability of mail to the Teu- 
tonic powers, because Turkey did not 
subscribe to The Hague convention 
which covers it. 
For that reason it 


is contended the other belligerents 
are excused from respecting it.

thermore the action is based on an 
article in The 
Hague 
convention 


which provides that immunity of seiz- 
ure of mail shall not apply "to cor- 
respondence destined for or proceed- 
ing from a blockaded port."

"It was the real encouragement 


behind the expedition. We have every 
assurance that our project will meet 
with favor although at this time it 
cannot be said just what is behind 
the movement."'

that he regretted to say that Ameri- 
ca was not giving the

such support as might be 
desired. 


He found fault with President Wil-

Rural Credit Problem. 


President Wilson is again urging 


Congressmen to establish a 
Rural 


Credit system, and the agricultural 
sections are demanding action. 


It is of course possible that illu- 


sory hopes have been held out to the 
farmers of the low interest rates to 
be secured under a Rural Credits or- 
ganization. The fact that European 
farmers borrow money for 3 to 4 
per cent in this way does not prove 
the same thing can be done 
here. 


Interest rates and labor have always 
been low abroad. The machinery for 
such an organization would 
cost 


more in this country of higher sal- 
aries, and the American investor gets 
a higher rate on his money. 


Still the American farmer is as- 


sessed a too high rate for his bor- 
rowings. 
Loaning companies make 


too much money. Their services as 
intermediary is necessary to give the 
borrower security that the property 
is duly examined and supervised. But 
many little companies are doing this 
business on too small a scale for an 
economical result. Their charge for 
their service is too high. 


The average lender on farm mort- 


gages probably gets about 6 per cent. 
If the business were standardized, su- 
pervised, and consolidated, so that a 
farm loan would look as good as a 
railroad bond, the lender might be 
satisfied with 5 per cent. The bor- 
rower would have to pay the inter- 
mediary service of the Rural Credit 
organization, and it is not likely that 
he will pay less than 6 per cent. 


Some of the farmers, particularly 


in the East, may get their loans now 
for 6 per cent. But the chances are 
that the majority pay 7 to 8 per cent 
including commissions and discounts. 
This is too much. If this rate could 
be lowered by Rural Credits organ- 
izations, young men would be en- 
couraged to take up farming, and one 
charge on food production reduced. 


The extent to which their children 


have to study their lessons at home is 
a matter of anxiety to many parents. 
When a youngster finds himself up 
against the tough nuts of the latter 
part of the arithmetic, he has to do 
some pretty solid work. He is very 
apt to get tired, nervous, and irrita- 
ble. 
His parents deplore the over- 


work and cramming of the schools. 


An experienced and gifted teacher 


puts it as his belief, based on many 
years of teaching, that boys and girls 
in the ninth grade of school can fair- 
ly be expected to do about an hour 
and a half a day of home work, but 
should not be expected to do more 
than that. 


Teachers in many of the higher 


grade schools complain bitterly of 
the lack of preparation of the chil- 
dren that come to them. They are 
lame in arithmetic and write in an 
illiterate manner. In well conducted 
schools a special effort is made in 
the eighth or ninth grades, to remedy 
these defects of the lower 
grade 


work. 
That means incessant drill, 


so that performing the processes cor- 
rectly becomes a matter of haoit. 


Where the strain and nervousness 


comes in is principally because so 
many people, both 
children 
and 


grown-ups, are naturally inaccurate. 
The father and mother who set out 
to help the boy do those tough ex- 
amples in measurements, and partial 
payments, are quite as likely to make 
mistakes as the youngster. In doing 
the big multiplications and divisions 
it is very easy to make some triffling 
error that will invalidate the whole 
process. 


It excites one's sympathy to see a 


child having these first 
struggles 


•with the obstacles and difficulties of 
life. 
But it is a necessary part of 


experience. Arithmetic work is a 
splendid training in accuracy of de- 
tail work, which is one of the best 
qualifications for success in any kind 
of career. 
Where children can 
be 


properly graded, so that the brighter 
ones can be given an amount of work 
equal to their powers, while the more 
backward ones shall not be overload- 
ed, better results are obtained with 
less friction.

SODA FOUNTAINS 


MUST STERILIZE 


CLASS AND SILVER 


According to rules issued by the 
state board of health, all soda foun- 
tains or other 
places where ice 


cream soda, and other soft drinks 
arc served, must in the future serve 
the delicacies 
only in thoroughly 


sterilized receptacles. This action 
has been taken by the state board to 
prevent the possible spread of con- 
tagion through 
the 
indiscriminate 


use of indifferently 
cleansed 
glass 


and silverware in such places. 


The rules stipulate that 
proper 


facilities must be provided for ster- 
ilization. 
These must include: An 


adequate supply of 
hot 
and 
cold 


wholesome drinking water; suitable 
arrangements for supplying boiling 
water or live steam; 
an 
adequate 


supply of clean towels, and suitable 
provision for taking care of sterile 
glasses and other utensils so as to 
keep them clean until wanted 
for 


use. 
The alternative of using indi- 


vidual paper cups or paper tumblers, 
to be used but once, is allowed. 


All glasses and other utensils, aft- 


er each individual service, shall be 
washed by first being rinsed in cold 
water, then 
thoroughly washed in 


hot water with soap or other suitable 
cleansing powder, then held in steam 
or boiling water for from three 
to 


five minutes and 
then 
rinsed in 


clean cold water and wiped with a 
clean dry towel. The use of straws 
is forbidden, except when protected 
from dust, dirt, and the handling by 
employes or others. 


Employes of ice cream parlors and 


at soda 
water 
fountains shall be 


cleanly in person and 
dress, 
free 


from infectious and contagious dis- 
ease and trained in their work. Re- 
frigerators at fountains shall be kept 
clean by washing with hot water and 
soap or washing powder. As soon as 
empty, all ice cream containers, milk 
and cream cans shall be thoroughly 
rinsed with cold water and covered 
so that no foreign matter can get into 
them. 


These are the most stringent rules 


and regulations ever promulgated by 
the state board of health to bring 
about proper sanitation at ice cream 
and soda water 
selling establish- 


ments. It was decided to adopt this 
code after an exhaustive investiga- 
tion into its needs had been made 
by the department of communicable 
diseases. 
This inquiry showed nu- 


merous serious cases 
of 
infection 


traceable to the uses of glasses 
at 


drinking fountains. 


Severe 
punishment may be im- 


posed upon violators of these rules 
and regulations. A fine of $100 and 
a jail sentence of 90 days is the max- 
imum penalty. Local health boards, 
health authorities, officers of 
state 


institutions and 
other 
Focal 
and 


other local and state officers 
must 


enforce the code. 


Health Officer Knauss has deliv- 


ered to all dealers in Newark copies 
of the order of the state board and 
announces that the provisions of the 
order will be enforced in this city 
He states that a number of dealers 
anticipated the order and have been 
serving ices and drinks in paper con- 
tainers which are used but once or 
are properly sterilizing the glassware 
and spoons.

IN CORN GROWING WILL BE UN- 
DEH PUBLIC INSTRUCTION 
DKPAimiENT 


Instead of State Board of Agricul- 


ture, Is Announcement Sent 
Out Today. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, Dec. 28.—Corn growing 


contests for boys will be taken over 
next year by the state department of 
public instruction from the depart- 
ment of agriculture, which has man- 
aged them for several years, accord- 
ing to Frank W. Miller, superintend- 
ent of instruction. 
He sent let- 
ters today to all county school super- 
intendents announcing his depart- 
ment would conduct corn growing 
contests, but did not mention that 
these heretofore had been conducted 
by the agricultural authorities. 


J. R. Clarke yesterday was em- 


ployed by the board of agriculture to 
direct juvenile contests to replace T. 
P. Riddle of Lima, who later in the 
day created a disturbance by ap- 
pearing before the board and direct- 
ing shafts <5f severe 
criticism 
at 


Mr. Clarke, 
Secretary Renick W. 


Dunlap and Governor Willis. 


Mr. Clarke formerly was one of 


the four state supervisors of agricul- 
tural education employed by the de- 
partment of public instruction and 
it was said in administration circles 
today he might 
be transferred to 
that department again to manage the 
corn contests. 
It was pointed out 


that the schools department already 
had assumed the management of the 
spoiling contests for next year and 
that the agricultural department had 
given up these. 
Superintendent Miller's letter to 


county school superintendents de- 
clared that school 
officials 
must 
take more interest in agricultural 
proble'ms and that to assume direc- 
tion of the state wide corn growing 
contests would be the best means of 
promoting this. 


Life certificates -were distributed 


to 292 high school teachers today by 
Superintendent Frank W. Miller of 
the state department of public 
in-
